The ColonizMittb noTcriienU 

Tho attoatioD ot thia oommnnity was 
recently drawn to an organization in 
England, having for its o^joot tho pro- 
motion of British colonizaiion. Aotivo 
oo-oporaiion was invited^ and it was 
intimated ibat IhiB colony could, with- 
oiit! Boy' money outlay, obtain, through 
the iBSt-rumoatality of that organiza- 
tion, n few bundreda of ja«t eucli fami- 
*■ "lies as voald p'rore of the .greatest ad- 
h'^ TantSge, Strange, to Bay, not tho aligbt- 
• f^aVt diBpSiUlon'iaii yet bSBen manifeBtod 
, , to co-operate in so very desirkble a 
^ liiovement •— no indication that the 
slightest intereBt is folt in the ncatter 
baa boon given. It ia inconooirublo 
that the wunt of population is not folt. 
Everyone must surely realize that. How 
ip it, then, that there exists anch an 
utter dendncBB? .One might well inoog^ 
iuo tl>at the bare mention ©f such lui 
opijortnnity woald have been tbo Biyiml 
lor a general movenaent among the ilry 
bonos. But, instead of this, tbo cold, 
Sphinx-like stare of unconsoioufness and 
nttor uuconcero would load one to think 
that the poopio really take no Interest 
whatever in a question whic h underlies 
' the prosperity of this colony— which is 
Btitring other colonies to the very coniro. 
A call to abuse ttia Govornniont or to 
do honors to those who will apply tho 
harHliost opitheta to the officials is re- 
sponded to with the utmost alacrity, at 
. . least by some olaBseg of the communiiy; 
but an appeal to the peoplo to express 
their readiness to co-operate in a scheme 
•which promieoa to supply them with 
the most desirable class ot Immigrants, 
and that, too.'wiihoat costing the colony 
a tingle dollar,is received with an amooot 
; pfjodl^'Brence wbieh could scarcely bo ex- 
"' eeeded were the call to a prayermootinK I 
Now, we do not wi^h to bo ondurstood 
as holding that the present Governmeni 
doeH not constitute a fitting subjoct for 
the severest animadversion, or that it is 
not the duty as well as the right of the 
people to meet together and, by Rpeech- 
mak'iog and resolutioniaibg, mark their 
abhorranCQ of tho present system. Tiio 
present writer has, during tbtse ten 
years, unceasingly lifted np both voice 
and Itiilics againat a system which hu-* 
hid 80 largo a share in keeping tho 
. 'O 'lonjr buck and rendering the peopl" 
discontentod and dispirited. But, while 
we hold it ti> bo the duty of every true 
Br ton in this colony to seek, by ovory 
legitimate and coustitutiouul moans, tho 
early restoraiion of his just and iualien- 
able political rights, wo equally conceive 
it to be our doty to dcprouato tho adop- 
tion of a line ot action calculated tu 
neutriilizo the influence of tho pe'iple, 
and put tariher uway from tbem lhono 
liberal instiluiioas fur which all alike 
tnuRt Wish. It most be dear to every 
thinking person that the abandonment 
of .. ourselves to an indulgcuco in un- 
- reaaening and unmoasnred abu^e of those 
in authority, to thouiter neglect, ol such 
very important questions as that which 
forma the auljeot-matter of the present 
article,. c%n ba^e but.one tendency, and 
that ot tbe'^moot fatal nature. Ii bus 
been well said that actions spe&k louder 
than words.

Both the GoTornor and.he 
Directors are putieutly wailing in ordvr 
to seo whether Ibis colony reahy desire.^l 
to participa.e in the operations of that 
orgiiiiizalion. it surely oannet bo 
thought that tbo Govornop will make 
grburs of laud and take tbo noOLSsary 
stops for co-operation on the pan oi 
British Columbia, unless tho people af- 
ford Bome evidoGCO of ihoir desiro 
thereto. IS'or can it bo conceived thm 
tho socioly in qiK-stiou will bo disposed 
10 foroa ih"so valuable emigra:it families 
upon un indiiforeot, possibly an unwil- 
ling colony. Both must and will wait 
lor somo reasouable, tangible assurance 
on tho part of tho people not only that 
they dcsiro population, but that they

On the 3rdi March 
Scott was einyled out from ib^rroBt of 
tho prieoners and tried by a aort ot mock 
Court, Instituted by Kiel, for the former 
offenoo aH* well ia* for npoakiog dia- 
respootfuUy ot llicl and Lis guards, 
which lust charge appears to have 
bien trumped up for tho ocoaBiOn,.a8 
Scott denied it. 'I he result of this'mopk 
trial was ibatho wisis sonienccd to bo 
shot oD the next dny. Neither Soolt

Rei' , "lieu isliod a 
priest lo ' assist,' who at 'ir^t, dflonurred 
but finally consent^!, nn"^ ordered tho 
half-dozen drnnken vagabonds who 
wero detailed for that pu^poso lo full 
on their Unocs and pray for 'ho niiiii 
they wore about to ranrder for^is loyul- 
ty to hiB Queen nn<l country, lle'l hud 
a good di'ui of dilliuuliy in getting up a 
tiring party, but at last t-ucccedcd in 
getting six of tbo mos^ ragamuffin of 
his followers, who bqSJre thoy would 
usHont, had to be I'rugged with li- 
quor.
